Jfow to Prevent Souring 
in. Summer.

Now that summer weáther is here the 
danger of souring again threatens food. ‘The 
following hints on how to prevent souring 
may, therefore, be useful. 

1. Invert all jugs,-bewls,. pots and basins 
on a rack to air. No matter how well they 
are washed or scalded, they soon develop a 
stale smell if covered or put away in a 
cupboard. 

2. After washing, use plenty of dry cloths 
to wipe all food containers as carefully as 
possible. Drying does two things: it kills 
some bacteria and prevents others from in- 
creasing, Any moisture breeds bacteria, and 
this is ‘particularly true concerning. utensils 
which have been used to hold milk: For this 
reason in summer it is wiser to buy a reliable 
brand of full-cream condensed milk, since it 
can be bought in small quantities, and, when 
used, the container can be thrown away. 

3. It has been preved that: thoreugh!v 
rinsing with plenty of pure water will reduce 
by 50 to 70 per cent. the number of bacteria 
which lurk in any food utensils, even after 
they are washed. 

4. A screened rack is to be recommended, 
since flies, which have already begun to put 
in an appearance, are dangerous carriers of 
disease. 
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Stocking Sense. 
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A specialist in Jadies' hosiery says that the 
best wearing stockinys are those of British 
pure silk, waich do not bag at the knees like 
many foreign makes. 

Baggy, or elephant-kneed, stockings may 
not be such a crime as they were six months 
ago, but even if they don’t show no woman 
likes to know her stockings are ill-fitting. 

Size in stockings is another important point 
that some people seem to ignore, and they 
gaily go on buying a size too small or tov 
large all their lives, till someone kindly tells 
them that 8in. steckings should be worn, with 
14-2 size shoes, 8jin. with 2}-5$ shoes, Qin. 
with 4-4}, 9)in.. with 5-0, the average size 
shoes, and foin. with 6-7 fittings. Follow 
this, and you will have fewer heel and toe 
casualties, also much better fit round the 
instep and ankles. 

Very faney clocks are quite out—just plain 
open-work or plain embroidered ones are pre- 
ferred. : 

There are stockings with inset heel points 
of black. or darker shade, designed to reduce 
the appearance of thickness at the ankle, 
while in Paris they are showing stockings of 
every colour, pale up the fronts, and shading 
away to quite a dark tone up the backs of 
the leg. Just now the favourite colours are 
Sioux. Creole, Dago and New Brown. These 
are the dark -ones.

Think how dull 
and unappetising a dish of boiled mutton can 
be without tts parsley or onion sauce; salmon 
without its parsley or mayonnaise; chicken 
without bais: turkey without its celerv 
sauce. And what of the whole gamut of 
cold roast meats, without their appropriate 
accompanying ‘‘ relish?’’ Hunger is very 
good sauce, we are told, but even hunger 
may baulk at cold mutton without some- 
thing added. 

Here is an “Alphabet of Sauces’’ which 
the dainty housekeeper will find useful to 
remember :— 

A- -Apple sauce accompanies roast goose, 
duck or pork, to help digestion. Anchovy 
Sauce accompanies fried plaice. 

B— Brandy sauce goes with plum pudding. 
bread sauce should he sent to table with 
roust pheasant, roast fowls and game. Bech- 
emel sauce is a French white sauce made of 
cream,’ herbs and mushrooms. 

C—Caper sauce goes with boiled mutton; 
but parsley or celery or onion sauce make 
good stibstitiites. Célery sauce accompanies 
boiled turkey, etc.; so does chestnut sauce. 
Crab sauce equals lohster sauce; cucumber 
sauce. goes with salmon, custard sauce with 
puddings. 

D—Dutch sauce (sauce Hollandaise) goes 
with fish and certain vegetables. 

EK-—-Egg sauce is served with boiled cod 
and other’ fish. 

F—Fennel sauce (or parsley sauce instead) 
is served with mackerel and salmon. 

G—Green sauce is sometimes served with 
cold) hailed beef. 

H--Horseradish sauce improves roast beef, 
hot or celd,. 

I—Italian-. sauee 
cutlets and entrees. 

J—Jam ‘sauce is served with plain pud- 
dings. i á 

K—Ketchup improves chops, steaks, fish, 
cold meats, etc. 

L—Lobster sauce accompanies boiled fish. 
Lemon sauce goes.with pancakes and pud- 
dings, 

M—Mint sauce goes with roast lamb, hot 
or cold. mayonnaise with salmon and salad, 
mustard sauce with ham, 

N-Nasturtums sometimes take. the place 
of caper sauce with boiled mutton. 

O—Onion sauce. is served - with - boiled

This may “save fag, but 
since the essence of picnicking is spon- 
taneity and a complete contrast to routine 
the method does not appeal to me. 

Some method, however, 1s necessary to save 
confusion and the omission of necessary food 
and utensi!ls. Our two parties had some 
amusement in comparing, notes at the outset. 
My group scored, of course, because we had 
previously arranged that each member was 
to provide some special _contribution—one 
fruit, another cake, a third sandwiches, and 
só on. 


Divided Labour. 


When we had collected for the start Phyllis 
was told «ff to pack the crockery and knives ; 
Joan the thermos flasks and Doreen to '' In- 
epect’’ and check such oddments as salt, sugar 
and milk. 

We were ready in time and got off without 
fuss. Erica, on the contrary, armved with a 
sweeping smile, but without a kmife! ** You 
should have seen us at the last minute,” she 
said; ‘tit was: ‘Janet, where are the 
spoons ?’ ‘Jack, did you pack the meat?’ 
And then a thunder from the hall: ‘It’s two 
minutes to the hour! - Two minutes to get 
across Dublin! Are you women ready?’ ' 

Bob, however, was useful otherwise than 
as a timekeeper. We had brought coffee in 
flasks in case the rain made fire-lighting im- 
possible. But for a true picnic a fire is in- 
dispensable. JI was very interested in watch- 
ing Bob's méthods; wé were in a Wood by 
the Avonmore River, so sticks and water 
were plentiful. 


Lighting the Fire. 


While some of us collected sticks, Bob 
selected two long ones with forks, and 
trimmed them to hold a cross-bar from which 
to suspend the kettle. He chose a level 
spot in élear ground, and arranged a number 
of short sticks tripod fashion, with a ball 
of paper in the middle, and around 
this a loose pile of deadwood The blaze 
started merrily, and, as the kettle was sus- 
pended just over the flame, but not resting 
on the fire, there was plenty of air to keep it 
going. 

This is undoubtedly a quicker and easier 
method of lighting.a picnic fire than trying 
to halance the kettle on stones; for if the 
stones are big enough to be secure, they 
keep out the air too much and make stoking 
a difficult business.

CLAIM FOR ADVANCE IN 
REMUNERATION, 

Mr. M. Daly (Clonmel), presiding at the 
annual meeting of the Postmasters’ Associa- 
tion at Jury's Hotel, Dublin, at which there 
was a large attendance, said that the past 
vear witnessed the passing of the period 
during which transferred officers had. the 
opportunity of exercising the option of 
remaining on in the service or availing of the 
provisions of the much discussed Articie X of 
the Treaty. <A few of their old colleagues 
had elected to retire, but the vast majority 
of postmasters had decided to remain on, and 
he trusted that the Department, in its future 
dealings with them, would not be unmindful 
of the loyal spirit that animated that dect- 
sion. 

Continuing, he said the 
matter that had engaged the attention of the 
Executive during the vear was the necessity 
for an improvement in their remuneration. 
They had possessed their souls in patience 
during the past few years awaiting a favour- 
able opportunity of pressing their claims for 
improved salaries, but their economic position 
had now become so difficult that the situation 
brooked no further delay, and a reasonable 
claim. would be put forward for a general 
improvement in remuneration as soon as 
possible. 
CIVIL SERVICE COUNCIL. 

Referring to the Civil Service Representa- 
tive Council, he thought that they would all 
he in agreement with the attitude of the 
Civil Service Federation towards it. The 
Council had received a very fair trial, suffi- 
cient, indeed, to demonstrate its ineffective- 
ness as a conciliatory machine; and unless 
the suggestions put forward by the staff side 
for remedying the ‘defects and improving the 
machinery were adopted, he could not see 
the utility of the staff participating further 
in the proceedings of the Council. 

The treasurer’s statement of accounts and 
the hon. secretary’s annual report, which 
showed the Association to be in a good 
financial condition, and continuing to receive 
the support of the majority of postmasters, 
were adopted. 

The Department’s decision to ! 
official conferences, to which representatives 
of the Association would be mvited, was 
received with gratification, and tentative 
arrangements were made to co-operate in the 
project. es

RATHPARNHAM CASTLE 
CEREMONY. 

On Saturday afternoon an interesting cere- 
mony was carried out at Rathfarnham Castle 
in the grounds. ef the Jesuit Fathers. It was 
the unveiling of a statue’ of the Sacred Heart, 
the gift of the coopers employed in Guinness s 
brewery, St. James s Gate.

IRELAND.

OW that the Free State and Northern 

_ Governments are taking steps to 

reserve the ancient monuments of Ireland 

it is to be hoped that the committee will 

turn their attention to preserving the few 

remaining stones of Bannow—the Irish 
Pompeii. 

What little information we have to-day 
regarding a city, which was, in all proba- 
bility, the Marseilles of Ireland, is due 
to the small efforts of a few private 
excavators and the fragmentary informa- 
tion conveyed to us by a careful conning 
of ancient MSS., charts and oor in the 
keeping of Trinity College, Dublin, the 
British Museum and the Linen Hall 
Library, Belfast. 

Directly opposite the Welsh coast, 
between Wexford and Waterford harbours, 
there stretches a desolate waste of land 
backed by a long range of hills and marked 
from the seaward by a dangerous sand bar. 
over which the waves break in showers oí 
white spume. Here once stood Bannow of 
the Three Churches, a bustling port whose 
harbour (‘‘ the safest haven in Ireland ’’), 
a forest of masts, bespoke the great 
prosperity which it enjoyed. The hustle 
and bustle of that busy port has long since 
been stilled. Bannow, its churches, its 
noble harbour, even the Isle of Bannow, 
have vanished—swallowed up by the Wex- 
ford sands. A fragment of a steering 
tower, a crumbling ruin of a church, and 
scattered pieces of masonry buried beneath 
an arid waste of sand are all that remain 
of a once prosperous and populous city 
near the spot where Strongbow landed and 
the mailed foot of the Saxon invader first 


trod Irish soil. 
A RIDDLE OF THE SANDS. 


How and when the sands swallowed up 
Bannow remains a mystery, but the 
following MS., written by Mr. Leigh, of 
Rosegarland, in 1684, seems to point to 
the gradual submergence of the town 
beneath the sand. Mr. Leigh wrote :— 
“In the Barony of Bargie upon the south- 
west point thereof, stands ye place called 
ye towne of Banno being (as it is said) 
the first Corporation that was built by the 
English soon after the landing. It was 
a considerable place of trade for many 
years until the sand filled up ye river 
mouth between ye towne and ye Island of 
Banno, making it a dangerous place for 
any ship to come in at.” 

Here we have a pen picture of the begin- 
ning of the end. We see the “' safest 
haven ” gradually filling up with sand, 
the diversion of shipping to Waterford or 
Wexford, the desertion of the town as 
“the sand blew up High street and 
ban“ed high against the houses,’’ the 
empty mills, the decaying sheds, and then 
—~-the slow, but sure, burial of the town by 
the sand until but one tall chimney, that 
of the Town House, peeped above the arid 
waste. For many years this tower of 
bricks remained, accentuating the desola- 
tion of the spot, an object of superstition 
te the peasantry and of curiosity to 
visitors. 

In 1826 one of these visitors, the Rev. 
Walsh, came upon this finger-like 
chimnéy peeping from the sand. In 
making inquiries he was amazed to hear 
that a town lav buried beneath his feet; 
he was further amazed to learn that no 
official attempt at excavation had ever 
been made. Determined in his own small 
way to undertake a partial excavation, he 
made his headquarters nearby and organ- 
ised a party a thirty men. Not one of 
the thirty men turned up. 


SILENCE AND SOLITUDE. 

Despite this serious reverse, the 
reverend gentleman with a friend set out 
for the Bay of the Sucking Pig. 
Approaching the spot from over a stile, 
the Rev. Walsh describes the place. 
There was ‘‘a low eminence of sand 
covered in many places with scanty 
vegetation on which some goats and sheep 
were feeding. It was everywhere un- 
dulated with hillocks. In the midst of 
this desolate scene a tower of bricks peeped 
up. 1 cut across one of the hillocks and 
ascertained that it was paved beneath the 
soil and so had been a street. I dug into 
one of the mounds and came upon the 
foundation of walls and masonry, a very 
extensive edifice, evidently some public 
building.. In fact, the whole appearance 
of the place gave the impression that we 
were standing over a once populous city 
which yet remains almost entire. Its 
silence and solitude gives it an interest 
creater than is attached to any other 
remains in the United Kingdom.’’ 

Twenty years later the Rev. Graves 
visited the spot, and from his researches 
he concluded that “ here, indeed, had been 
a safe and noble haven and a populous 
town.” He could not, however, agree with 
the Rev. Walsh that Bannow was 
buried by the in-blowing sand. The town, 
Dr. Graves avers, stood on a headland of 
the coast with a cliff of slate opposite the 
sea. “' It is,” he states, ‘‘ quite impossible 
that houses of any size remaining entire 
could have been buried by the sand.’’ Dr. 
Graves’s theory is that Bannow sank 
below the sea and subsequently emerged 
buried in the sand. 

The only other record of excavations is 
the digging out of about two hundred 
yards of “a fine brick quay’’ and the 
discovery of inscribed fragments around 
the church, which, being on higher 
ground, escaped the disaster which befell 
the town. 


VANDALISM 

Unfortur ately, excavations of a different 
nature have been going on for many years 
—the indiscriminate digging and carting 
away by fermers of tiles, slates and frag- 
ments of houses to pave roads and build 
cowsheds. To-day this vandalism is still 

oing on, and nothing now remains of 

annow save a fast-disappearing church 
and maybe a few buried houses. 

Many interesting fragments of Bannow 
have been retrieved from boundary walls, 
and even from farm roads many miles 
from the sand, which prove beyond doubt 
that houses of considerable pretensions 
were built there. An interesting find was 
made some years ago by the Rev. John 
Limberry. While digging in the sand 
near the old Bannow burial ground he un- 
covered the thick slate slabs of the roof 
of a house, then the stone walls, and 
finally the square granite stones forming 
the entrance. Above the door a tablet 
was inset bearing the legend :— 

James Collin Fitzlaurence 
Builded This House in The Year 
Of Our Lord : 


1598

In old survey maps, preserved in the 
Linen Hall Library, lfast, Bannow 
(Banno) is indicated as an important 
town; while in an old Italian chart 
several jagged rocks near the island of 
Bannow are marked ‘‘ dangerous.” Like 
the town and quay, the island had dis- 
appeared, while ‘the “ dangerous rocks ”’ 
are high and dry far inland. 

To-day there is exposed, for an hour or 
two at ebb, a portion of a broad paved 
road running nearly north and south. 
This road, which, undoubtédly, was one 
of the main roads from Bannow, loses 
itself in the mud and is known to the 


people of the district as the Black Ridge. 


THE STREETS OF BANNOW. 


Space does not permit moré than a 
cursory . reference .to. the ecclesiastical 
documents, Presentations of Juries, 
Cromwellian Fecóida and Quit Rent Rolls. 
which reveal to” us: many 
records of this great port of the past. 
From these we learn that Bannow was a 
properly planned town with. broad strects 
laid out according to a definite system. 
Parallel with the séa front ran Lacky 
street, a broad paved thoroughfare from 
which the “noble quay ” jutted out into 
the bay of the Sucking Pig. Facing the 
harbour and at right angles to Lacky 
street, High street, flanked with fine stone 
houses mahy Of which. bear devices of a 
trade, climbed’ the. hill to the Square. 
From High street, New street Little street 
and St. George’s street bratiched off left 
and right. High street debouched on to 
the Square, a broad expanse of pavé on 


cro#s, while across the pavé the substantial 
pile of the Town House reared its tall 
chimneys high above the surrounding 
roofs. Past the Town House, Upper 
street lead towards the hill on which stood 
St. Mary’s of Bannow, where once the 
Prior of Canterbury and his vicar, 
Nicholas the Priest, held sway. Upper 
street was crossed by Weaver street, arid 
then in the vicinity of the church was 
situated St. Ivory street, St. Mary street, 
St. Toblock street and Lady street. From 
the streets could be seen the turrets of 
Bannow Castle high on a neighbourinz 
hill. Towards the west ‘stretched the 
fruitful gardens of West Cliff, while from 
out the town several broad roads lead 
through a fertile countryside past water- 
mills and farmsteads. 

This then is the Bannow that we picture 
ftom the fragmentary evidence at our 
disposal. Ags the years passed so the scene 
changed. Cavaliers and Roundheads 
followed in the footsteps of knights and 
monks. Old houses decayed; new houses 
appeared, the size and shape of the ships 
in the harbour changed, and still Bannow 
flourished. Then catne the curse of the 
sands. While the streets echoed to the 
laughter of a happy, prosperous people, 
the writing was already on the wall. 
Nothing now remains but a wind-swept 
waste. 


THE SILENT PIPER. 

Who was the last inhabitant of 
Bannow? ‘Tradition states that an old 
piper lived on the outskirts of the deserted 
town until the relentless sand drove him 
away. Harassed by .privation and want, 
this frail silver-haired old man, blind, 
but with a wonderful gift of music, 
travelled the country playing at wakes 
and marriages. Asked frequently if he 
knew Bannow he invariably replied, ‘‘ Do 
I know Bannow? Of course I do. God 
be with it.” Try how they might, how- 
ever, none could get any further informa- 
tion save “ I'm under a vow of silence. 
Because of this he was known far and wide 
as “ The Silent Piper of Bannoe.’’ One 
wild night he disappeared, and it is said 
that sailors far out at sea passing Bannow 
Bay heard the wild skirl of a lament, 
shrill above the storm, and through the 
driving rain they caught a glimpse of a 
piper standing on the strand, his silver 
hair and the tatters of his black coat 
streaming in the wind. He was never seen 
again. 

Another story possessing the merit of 
material evidence in the a oí a tomh- 
stone, which lay near the nave of the old 
church, states that the last inhabitant was 
one Walter French. The tombstone bears 
the following inscription :— 

Erected by Peter French to the 
memory of his parents. 
Here lieth the body of Walter 
French his grandfather 
who died January 4th, 1701, 

aged 140 years. 


A SFRANGELY ROTTEN BOROUGH. 


But the last and most recent record 
connected with this town of many 
mysteries, is the fact that up to the time 
of the Union, buried Bannow returned 
two members to the Irish Parliament. It 
is recounted that several weeks before the 
election, the Sheriff of the district pro- 
ceeded to the Bay of the Sucking Pig, 
and stumbling across the sand to the 
chimney of the buried town, peeping above 
the sand, pasted thereon, with due 
solemnity, the King’s Proclamation, 
stating, in short, to all whom it might 
concern tliat two members were to be 
elected from this important town of 
Bannow. The two prospective candidates 
and their cronies repaired, in due course, 
to the chimney, ant there, sitting on the 
sand, proceeded to elect themselves. For 
a goodly number of years a series of these 
self-elected worthies adorned the benches 
of the noble House, representing surely the 
most unique constituency in the world— 
a town of one chimney. | 
_ Two of these representatives ‘ elected 
in 1639—Christopher Hollywood and 
Gerald Cheevers—were, in 1642, expelled 
from the House “ as rotten atid unprofit- 
able,” and the last note in the history of 
Bannow was struck when, as recorded in 
the Irish Hansard—‘‘ 1800, Ponsby 
Tottenham, Esq., representing the town 
of Bannow, voted for the Union.”

Winged Wisdom. 


Shamrock V. does not at first sight 
appear to have anything in common with 
the “ Southern Cross.” In their essential 
features, however, they have a relation- 
ship that is interesting because of the 
influence of modern’ research on 
established practice. 

Yachtsmen of the old school attached a 
great deal of importance to the great 
expanse of bellying canvas that used to 
be described as the wings of the craft. 
Now-a-days the bellying sail is not seen 
so often, and this change is the result of 
discoveries made in the construction of 
aeroplane wings. An aeroplane wing is 
designed with a camber and streamline 
eflect so that it will offer the least possible 
resistence to the air. A similar idea is 
brought into effect on the sails of as 
modern racing yacht. A streamline shape 
is given to the wind-filled sail, with the 
result that the wind does not cause eddies 
that would impede the progress of the 
yacht. When Shamrock V. is under full 
canvas, it will bé noticed that the main- 
sail shows a gentle curve near the mast, 
while the remainder of the sail is 
virtually flat. The wind that fills the 
curve of the sail thus spills out at the 
stern without causing swirls or pockets 
in the air that would be detrimental to 
efficiency.

A CONTEMPORARY 
ACCOUNT. 


(By H. 1. GRATTAN-COOKE,) 


N June the 16th, one hundred and 

ten years ago, the mortal remains 

of Henry Grattan, the greatest orator 

and statesman of his age, were laid to 
rest in Westminster, Abbey. 

Grattan was a true patriot, and that 
this fact was realised outside his native 
country is proved by the f «owing 
description of his funeral; taken from 
the Murning  Chicniclée, published in 
London on Saturday, June 17, 1820. 

It runs as follows :— 


“ FUNERAL OF THE LATE RIGHT 
HONOURABLE HENRY GRATTAN. 

“The remains of this venerable and 
distinguished Patriot Were yesterday 
c nveyed to the tomb, with all the solemn 
pomp which was suitable for such 4 
m «rnful occasion. The remains of the 
venerable Senator were, at a late hour 
last Thursday night, conveyed in a hearse 
and four to Richmond House, Privy 
Gi.dens, where, according té the 
published ordér, the friends of the 
deceased were to assemble at fen o'clock 
yesterday inorning to be marshalled for 
the fun ral procéssion. The body lay in 


| state in one of the parlours on the ground 


floor. The room ‘was hung in black, and 
lighted wit: silver lamps. 


PUBLIC INTEREST. 


w At the appointed hour a considerable 
number of persons of the first rank 
attended, and were accommodated on the 
ground floor, in the grand range of 
drawing rooms, and a considerable 
number of gentlemen took their station 
in the gardens in front of the house, 


‘where the ceremonial of marshalling was 


to take place. At a quarter before twelve 
o'clock, the. “néceessary” “arrangements 
being completed, the procession (which 
was pedestrian) Wroved out of the coach- 
entrance which opens to Whitehall-street, 
and advanced along the centre of Parhia- 
ment-street, which was newly gravelled 
for thts melancholy occasion. A consider- 
able multitude’ of “persons, who had as 
early as nine o'clock assembled. in the 
street, filled the pathways and the greater 
part of the centre of the street; but the 
constables, who were well arranged under 
the directions of Mr. Lee, the High 
Constable, kept a sufficient space open 
for the funeral to advance. 

“ A body of constables, with Mr. Lee, 
moved: in front. The. the mutes and 
assistants of the undertaker. Then about 
300 Noblemen and Gentlemen in 
mourning; among them were several 
barristers and _ students-at-law of the 
sister kingdom, and a number of the 
most respectable merchants of the City 
connected with the trade of Ireland, who 
were anxious by their attendance on this 
occasion to testify their affection and 
reverence for the ‘memorv of the most 
illustrious patriot whom that country 
produced since the time of Dean Swift,

along the aisle to the vault prepared to 
receive the, coffin. The distinguished 
characters who composed the funeral 
procession formed at each side of the 
vault, which was hung in black, as the 
coffin was borne to the opening of the 
vault.

Grattan, amid the. strong and unaffected 


grief of the most illustrious characters of 
the empire. The tomb lies nearly between 
the spot of earth which encloses all that 
was mortal of Fox and Pitt. It adjoins 
the grave of the great Lord Chatham, and 
is surrounded by the tombs of Lord 
Mansfield, and other eminent public 
characters, The foot of Mr. Grattan’s 
coffin nearly touched that of Mr. Fox. It 
is exactly .the spot, out of his own 
countey, which we should imagine Mr. 
Grattan would have selected for his tomb, 
He slecps: amid the most illustrious 
statesmen that have .dorned the modern 
annals of this country, and ‘the highest 
compliment that could be paid him here 
was to assign him such a place. It must 
he highly gratifying to those who venerate 
Mr. Grattan’s memory in Ireland, and 
they consist of all that is creat and good 
in that country, to find in this, where 
he closed his distinguished career, the 
same reverenco for his genius and high 
character, and warm affection for his 
patriotism and virtue.”’

M. KLOTZ EXPIRES IN 
BARBER'S HANDS.

PA RIS, Sunday. 

M. Klotz, former Minister of Finance, 
and one of the signatories of the Treaty 
of Versailles, died suddenly here to-day. 

M. Klotz, who was seven times Minister 
of Finance, was charged the year before 
last, before the Correctional Court in 
Paris, with drawing a number of cheques 
without sufficient cover, and some bills 
bearing false signatures. He was found 
guilty and sentenced. to two years’ 
imprisonment, but was afterwards set at 
liberty in accordance with the law pro- 
viding for the conditional release of a 
prisoner after half the sentence has been 
served with good conduct. 

DIED IN BARBER’S HANDS. 

M. Klotz died while being attended by a 

barber in his home. The barber arrived at 
9 o'clock this morning, and had scarcely 
begun to trim his client’s beard when M. 
Klotz’s head fell forward on to the towel 
and he died of anyina pectoris. He did 
not appear to have suffered. 
_ Since his fall M. Klotz had lived quietly 
in a small flat alone with an old servant. 
He rarely .went out, and on account of 
chronic ill-health he did not have many 
visitors. In fact, only two or three persons 
kept up the friendship, and this evening 
an old woman living on the same landing 
and the old servant hold vigil alone by the 
body of the former statesman, who, in his 
prime, was a shining light in the social 
world.

By-election ‘results are notoriously un- 
trustworthy; but a general election must 
be held in the Free State within the next 
two years, and it may be useful at this 
stage to consider some of the possible 
results of a Fianna Fáil victorye We 
wonder if the people of Longford and 
Westmeath. really thought of what they 
were doing when they returned Mr. 
Geoghegan to Dail Eireann, The reten- 
tion of the Land Annuities is only a 
minor item in Fianna Fáil's policy, This 
party’s real object, as its spokesmen have 
declared again and again, is the establish- 
ment of an independent Republic. Mr. 
de Valera, during his recent tour in the 
United States, announced that another 
Battle of Clontarf might be necessary to 
remove the last vestige of British rule. 
Not only will he refuse to pay the Land 
Annuities, but he will take immediate 
steps to expunge the oath of allegiance 
to the King from the Free State Constitu- 
tion. He will abolish the office of Governor- 
General, impose enormous tariffs in order 
to exclude British goods from the Saorstat, 
and, in some manner known only to him- 
self, re-model the Anglo-Irish Treaty in 
order to bring it into harmony with the 
illusory subtleties of Document No. 2. 
Great Britain plays no part in his scheme 
of things. He has a lofty disdain for 
hard facts which encourages him to brush 
aside the possibility that the British 
Government might object to. the non- 
payment of the Land Annuities, to the 
abolition of the. oath, or even to the 
proclamation of an independent Republic. 
When Mr. de Valera becomes President of 
the Executive Council he will do precisely 
as he chooses; if his policy results in 
“another round with England,’’ so much 
the worse for England, 

Mr. de Valera and his followers seem to 
have convinced themselves—although some 
of them may have their doubts—that they 
can achieve their plans. They are living 
in a fool’s paradise. Take the question of 
the Land Annuities. What would happen 
if Mr. de Valera should refuse to hand 
over the remittances to Britain? Refusal 
in this case would be repudiation of a 
national liability, and one immediate 
result would be a heavy ‘‘slump’’ in 
Frese State securities. Even if the British 
Government did not raise a hand, the 
Stock Market would pronounce its verdict 
within twenty-four hours. The British 
Government, however, would be most un- 
likely to ignore such a deliberate chal- 
lenge, and there are a dozen ways in which 
it could enforce its will. It could place 
an embargo on the import of Free State 
cattle. It could exclude the Free 
State’s butter and eggs from the 
British market; it could prohibit the 
import of Free State ale and stout, 
Does Mr. de Valera seriously believe 
that Great Britain would allow him 
to break the Treaty with impunity? 
If so, he has no knowledge of the British 
mind. We agree that Britain hardly 
would declare war on the Suorstdt, War

| “To some extent in modern times a 
nation’s consumption of electricity is a 
barometer of its development, and it is 
comforting to learn that in this matter 
Great Britain can look upon the year 
1928-29 with satisfaction.. The total num- 
ber of units supplied from public sources 
exceeded that of the previous year by 
more than 10 per cent, Power supplies 
swallowed about 63 per cent. of this 
amount, while domestic needs and 
traction, in the proportionate ratio. of 
four to one, accounted for the remainder. 


| One of the most interesting features of 


the return, however, was the remarkable 
increase in the output from water power 
plant. In the Free State we are supplied 
with electricity by water power from the 
Shannon, and, if to-day the heavy 
capitalisation involved proves expensive 
to the consumer, we may hope to reap a 
reward later from the benefits that the 
centralisation of the Shannon scheme will 
ecnfer, It is significant that the British 
statistics disclose a progressive tendency 
in favour of larger units and higher work- 
ing pressures, Probably, comparisons in 
electrical questions between Britain and 
the Free State are more liable to mislead 
than those in. any other field of com- 
mercial endeavour,» Power stations on the 
other side of the Channel, like the rail- 
ways, were born originally of local need 
and sporadic enterprise. Moreover, the 
coalfields of Wales, Yorkshire and 
Nottinghamshire were ready sources of 
fuel, and the movement in favour of water 
power is recent in growth, and often hard 
to accomplish... The. case of Saorstat 
Eireann is wholly different; indeed, the 
industr.al development of the twenty-six 
counties may be said to be orientated 
upon Ardnacrusha, and all future schemes 
for electrical supply with be its children. 
Thus, a comparative grievance by citizens 
on the subject of the price of units in 
England and Jreland cannot. be justified, 
for, whereas British stations followed de- 
mand, the Irish station was created that 
in its turn it might create a public. An 
intriguing precedent for this policy may 
be found in the history of the firm of 
Lyons, which taught the middle classes 
the “ restaurant’’ habit. This instance 
is most encouraging, and there is no 
reason to doubt that some two generations 
hence the parents of the Shannon scheme 
will be revered as classic examples of 
industrial foresight in statesmen.

Nevertheless, 
the Free State will avoid those over- 
lappings in supplies that have hindered 
the development of electrical power in 
other countries. 


A Broadcasting Ban. 


The powers that .lurk beneath the 
shadow of the Statue of Liberty have 
caught a victim within their toils. When 
the owners of a wireless station at 
Portland, Oregon, requested or permitted 
Mr. Robert Duncan, a Republican 
politician, to deliver a series of addresses 
through the microphone, they did not 
foresee that Mr. Duncan’s expressive 
epithets would bring the station under the 
Federal Radio Commission’s ban. Unfor- 
tunately, it appears that the “' Better 
Business Bureau” and other organisa- 
tions of Oregon City objected to the 
description of several prominent citizens 
as “ reprobate,’ ‘‘ yellow cur ” and “half 
skunk,” and complained, not without 
reason, of Mr. Duncan s ‘‘ consistent use 
of indecent, profane and objectionable 
language.” The Radio Commission has 
silenced the station with a nod. Com- 
missioner Robinson, who presided at 
the inquiry, ruled that while free 
speech was permitted over the other, 
** licence to insult one’s enemies as well 
as the decencies of American society ' had 
no protection. America’s multiplicity of 
“broadcasting ” stations provides a 
curious problem. There can be no 
central control of programmes, and the 
stctions possess liberty that would 
astonish the patrons of 2RN and the 
B.B.C. The American public must be 
accustomed to strange sounds across the 
ether, and we feel that Oregon’s citizens 
might have pardoned Mr. Duncan's 
vituperations. At least, they can offer 
hearty thanks that the West is no longer 
wild, and that he chose to voice his 
accusations with epithets rather than with 
six-shooters.

- AMERICAN BATTLE 
OF INTRIGUE. 


PRESIDENT TO SIGN 
TARIFF BILL, 


——-€— 


From Reurer’s ConRRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, «Sunday. 

President Hoover announces that he will 
sign the United States Tariff Bill, which 
has been passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. Hoover makes his announcement in 
a one thousand eight hundred words state- 
ment setting forth his entire position, 
vis-a-vis the Tariff Bill as passed by 
Congress last week. He indicates that, if 
he finds the flexible provisions not power- 
ful enough to effect needful changes, he 
will ask for greater powers. 

A battle of intrigue, bargaining and 
“ log rolling ” almost unique in American 

litical annals Kas raged over the Tariff 

ill ever since May of last year, when the 
House of Representatives, canvassed by 
hordes of ‘‘ lobbyists’’ sent to Washing- 
ton by the home market manufacturing 
interests, passcd a bill which increased 
import duties so heavily that there was an 
immediate outcry both at home and 
abroad. 

The fight then shifted to the Senate, 
where a coalition of the Democrat Opposi- 
tion and “ Insurgent ” Republicans from 
the Western agricultural States forced 
down a large number of the rates on 
industrial imports and raised those on 
agricultural products, but a counter- 
attack by the Eastern industrialist in- 
terests repaired much of the damage done 
by the Opposition, and left a bill which 
increased rates about twenty per cent. 
on the average. 

PRESIDENT'S POWER. 

_ The measure was then referred to a 
joint committee of members of both 
Houses, which came to agreement upon 
the much-debated “' flexible provision.” 
This important clause would permit the 
President to act or not as he saw fit upon 
recommendations of the Tariff Commis- 
sion, which was authorised to advise in- 
creases or decreases in the tariff rates up 
to fifty per cent. It is believed by. the 
opponents of higher rates that this provi- 
sion will enable Mr. Hoover +o modify 
some of the more extravagant clauses of 
the bill in action. 

_ A storm of protest against the proposed 
increases in the American tariff has been 
roused in foreign countries, of which 
thirty-four have made representations to 
Washington on the subject. 

In the United States the balance of 
economic opinion is heavily against the 
measure, and recently a petition, signed 
by many of the leading economists in the 
country, was sent to the President urging 
him to use his constitutional power to 
veto the measure, if passed by Congress. 
This suggestion is also supported by two 
of the most powerful newspaper combines 
in the United States—namely, the Hearst 
and Scripps-Howard ‘‘ chains,’’ each of 
which controls about thirty daily papers. 

The position of the President is com- 
plicated, however, by the fact that elec- 
tions for the House of Representatives and 
one-third of the Senate take place in 
November, so that any action which would 
seriously affect the popularity of the 
Republicans with the powerful manufac- 
turing interests may be expected to be 
opposed by the party managers. 

he Senate passed the bill by the 
narrow majority of two votes, after which 
it went to the White House for the final 
decision of the President.

The body of Sir Henry Segrave, enclosed 
in a plain oak coffin, was taken from 
Windermere to London by motor hearse 
yesterday, the long road journey being 
begun at an early hour. Sir Henry’s home 
is at Kingston-on-Thames. 


Segrave (the parents of the dead man), 
and Lord Brecknock, Vice-President of the 
Marine Motoring. Association. ~who was 
one of Sir. Henry’s oldest friends, also left 
Windermere by ad to-day. 
Arrangements for the funeral have. not 
yet. been completed, but it is expected that 
this will take place in London on Tuesday, 
and it is likely that Sir Henry’s body will 


be cremated. 
HIGH SPEED. 

It has now been revealed that Sir Henry 
easily broke the water speed “record.” 
the accident occurred he. had 
attained a speed of 119.8 mi':s per hour. 
Although this speed cannot: be counted 
officially, there is no doubt of its accuracy, 
as the timing was done by Mr. Peck, Rear- 
Commodore of the Windermere Boating 
Club, who has had much experience of 
speed timing. i 

Mr. Peck- explained “to the Press 
Association special reporter to-day how he 
came to ascertain Sir. Henry's amazing 
speed on.his last run. 

“I was in one of the speed. boats 
patrolling the course, and I had my stop 
watch with me,” he said. ‘‘ When Sir 
Hénry began his last run I was stationed 
at tie south starting line. As he came 
circling past in Miss England II. I knew 
by the piercing scream of the engines that 
he was going faster than he had ever gone 
before—much faster than on the previous 
two runs. I held my stop watch in my 
hand, and as he screamed past the line I 
checked him. Then I saw the mountain 
of spray shoot from the place where he 
crashed, and I instinctively stopped. the 
watch. I thought no more about it. until 
last night, when I determined to try to 
work out the speed, so that Mr. Segrave, 
before he left Windermere to-day, should 
know what his son had done. Late last 
night Major H. Pattinson, the clerk of the 
course, and I] went to the club-house to 


Ordnance Survey charts the distance Sir 
Henry had travelled in that last run. We 
sat. calculating until nearly midnight, 
when we discovered that Sir Henry’s speed 
was 119.8 miles an hour—easily the fastest 
ever known on water, 

‘There is no room for doubt about this 
figure. We are quite certain about it, 
although, unfortunately, it cannot be 
counted for official purposes. I imme- 
diately told Mr. Segrave, and I have given 
him the watch stopped at the fata] time 
as a memento of his son’s wonderful 
achievement,’’

The Times of to-day, in a leading 
article on the United States Taritf 
Revision Bill, remarks that the only 
uestion that remains is whether Presi- 
ent Hoover will, or will not, exercise 
his right of veto. Much as he is known 
to dislike the measure in its present form, 
it is generally assumed that he will feel 
compelled for political reasons to accept 
it, and that it will become law before the 
beginning of the next financial year. 

After referring to the general com- 
romise arranged between the two Houses, 
ty which, broadly speaking, the indus- 
trialists agreed to accept the highest rates 
m agricultural produce and the agricul- 
turists agreed to accept the highest rates 
on manufactured goods, The Times pro- 
ceeds: Over a score of foreign countries 
have already protested against the addi- 
tional handicaps imposed upon their 
trade, and several have made it plain 
that if the United States is resolved not 
to buy from them they will have to reduce 
their buyings from the United States. 
In the old conditions such protests could 
be, and were, regarded with indiffer- 
ence. The indifference still persists, at 
any rate in Congress, but it is 
doubtful whether it is justified in the 
altered conditions of to-day. Even with 
the enormous home market, practically 
reserved for their exploitation, many 
American industries have come to rely 
more and more upon their export trade to 
keep their plant running at its full 
capacity; and the plain intimation con- 
veyed by this tariff, that the United States, 
though anxious to continue to sell, is 
determined not to buy from abroad, can 
hardly fail to affect that trade. 

Emphatic protests against the bill, as 
detrimental to their export trade, were 
made to Congress by representatives of 
the motor car industry, which directly 
employs more than 4,000;000 men, and is 
the leading manufacturing industry in the 
country, and over a thousand economists 
recently signed a round robin of protest 
on the ground that the higher duties would 
raise the cost of living, damage the export 
trade, and ‘‘ inject bitterness into inter- 
national relations.”” Of all the foreign 
countries it is possibly Canada whose trade 
is most adversely affected, amd“Canada has 
already made her reply by the introduc- 
tion of the Dunning tariff, with its 
increase of duties on imports from the 
United States and its wide extension of 
the principle of imperial preference.

The 
Government intended to maintain its 
alliances, and to conserve its friendly senti- 
ments towards all nations, with whom it was 
desired to live in friendship, in the service of 
peace and of humafity. 

Asked whether: any foreign Power had 
played a role, direct or indirect, in the 
change in the Dynasty, Dr. Maniu replied :— 
No Power had. or ¢ould have had, such a rdle. 
It was a matter of home policy, and was 
solved as such, i 

As to relations with Hungary and the 
ultimate collaboration of the two countries, 
Dr, Maniu. referred his questioner to the 
speech of Ane Carol before the National 
Assembly. e desire, he said, to maintain 
very close economic relations, not only with 
Hungary, but with all countries, and more 
particularly with neighbouring States. We 
have entered into negotiations for trade con- 
ventions with ‘all ¢ountries, including Hun- 
gary, and we hope to bring them to a success- 
ul eonelusicn. . Agricultural products interest 
us particular'y, All agricultural States 
ought to ‘come to an agreement for the pur- 
pose of avoiding irrational competition. 

HUNGARIAN PROBLEMS. 

To a Hungarian correspondent, who raised 
the question of a porsible revision of the 
frontier, Dr. Maniu said—‘' I might refer you 
te the King’s Speech; in which it was de- 
clared that the present frontiers’ of the 
country were to stand. I wish to emphasise 
that there can be no question of a revision of 
the frontiers, and peace can ohly be served by 
recognising the tmviolability of Treaties ol 
Peace and of the frontiers established by (hese 
Treaties. On this point no discussions can be 
admitted.”’ 

One of Dr. Mannu’s questioners was 
anxious t oknow what would be the attitude 
ct the Rumanian Government in the event of 
‘he return of the Archduke Otto to Hungary. 
To this Dr. Maniu replied—‘“ The attitude of 
the Government in this«respect is very defi- 
nite. The basis of our policy is respect of the 
Peace Treaties, which provide, among other 
atipulations, that the Hapsburgs cannot re 
turn to the Throne of Hungary. Conse- 
quently, the Rumanian Government is, and 
will be against the accession to the Throne of 
Hungary of a descendant of the ng 
Even the mere attempt in this direction 
might imperil the future of Hungary and of

LIBERAL PARTY, 
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M. GEORGE BRATAANU AS 


An Assembly took piace here to-day, which 
is of considerable significance in Rumanian 
politics. A great meeting of Liberals from 
all over the country, convened by M. George 
isvatianu, nephew of the Titular Liberal 
leader, M. Vintila Bratianu, determined to- 
day the future orientation of the policy of 
tne Liberal Party, which up to now has been 
strongly opposed to King Carol’s accession. 

Haranguing the meeting, M. George 
Pratianu strongly criticised the policy im- 
posed on the party by his uncle, and declared 
chat the Jatter’s attuttudé had upened up the 
auestion of the party a leadership. Since the 
death of King Ferdinand and M. Jean 
Bratianu the political atmosphere had been 
heavy, and party passions had become acute. 
He concluded by proclaiming the deep at- 
tachment of the members of the Liberal Party 
to King Carol, from whom he expected a 
fresh era in the life of Rumania. 

Amid thunderous. cheers, M. George 
Bratianu was proclaimed leader of the Liberal 
Party.

THE MAGNETISM OF 
SENORITA D’ALVAREZ.

VALUE OF AUDACITY. 
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(By DONALD M. GREIG.) 


Whenever the name of Senorita d’Alvarez 
is posted up on one of the outside courts at 
Wimbledon you will see a general oer 
in the direction of that court. It would be 
surprising if you yourself were not caught up 
also in that stampede to watch the gay little 
lady from Spain. 

er appearance on a court will always act 
as a magnet to any crowd, and one does not 
have to go very far to find the reason. . 

Lili d’Alvarez has a personality which 
attracts. Everything she does, whether it is 
playing lawn tennis, billiards, skating, ski- 
ing, driving a car, or anything else to 
which she may turn her hand, she does it 
with the skill of an expert. 

Lawn tennis she plays with an air of gay 
abandon. 

If I were asked, in connection with lawn 
tennis, ‘‘ what is the height of audacity?!’’ I 
should reply, “Lili d’Alvarez.”” The crowd 
delight in watching her play, because she 
plays strokes which, for sheer audacity, are 
equalled by no other player. 


LOVE OF SPEED. 


Senorita d’Alvarez revels in the half-volley. 

Most people play the half-volley as a defen- 
sive stroke, only to be played because you 
have had no time to get into a more con- 
venient position to strike the ball. 

Senorita d’Alvarez, however, will take the 
hard hit drive of perfect length and make. 
the most spectacular winning drive half- 
volley you can ever hope to see. 

The haste the ball is hit to her, provided 
she 1s there to receive it, the more she likes 
it, as the speed of her own stroke is very 
greatly increased. 

The half-volley requires perfect timing to 
be successfully produced, and to execute the 
stroke so that the ball goes back low over the 
net in the exact position you require it to 
go. is to perform a feat of very great diffi- 
cuity. 

Watching the Senorita, one may wonder 
why more players in the front rank do not 
play this attacking half-volley stroke more 
frequently themselves. The answer, I think, 
is that the number of errors which are likely 
to be made, owing to the difficulty of the 
stroke, do not make it worth while. 


DARING COUPS. 


Whenever Lili d’Alvarez misses one of her 
daring coups, however, there will be a little 
shrug of the shoulders, and in something less 
than a minute you will see a more audacious 
stroke than ever. 

All this makes her game exceedingly attrac- 
tive. 

Looking at the half-volley from the ordinary 
player’s point of view, I feel that, while it is 
worth while experimenting to see if you have 
a natural aptitude for the stroke, it is rather 
a stroke to be played only when you are 
forced to do so. 

Normally from the back of the court most 
players will find that they have time to get 
into position to take the ball after it has 
actually bounced, when they can play an 
ordinary fore or backhand drive. 


I do not wish it to be thought for one 
moment that I am suggesting that Lili 
d’Alvarez relies to any great extent on her 
half-volley. She has as wide a variety of 
strokes as almost as any player living. I 
am merely emphasising that part of her game 
which, I think, distinguishes her from that 
of any other player. 


SEVERITY FOR POACHERS, 


J have not often been privileged to play 
against her, but one of the features of her 
game which impressed me forcibly when play- 
ing against her at Cromer, in the mixed 
doubles, was her ability to circumvent the 
efforts of the man to cut off her returns at 
the net. 

I had to give up trying to ‘‘poach” as | 
found, to my complete discomfiture, that the 
moment I made a move to intercept her re- 
turn she was able by a slight turn of the 
wrist to change the direction in which she 
was hitting the ball. 

Her mind is as active as her play. 

Many girls in a mixed double are apt to 
get flustered by the man jumping about at 
the net and killing their returns. i 

Watch Senorita d'Alvares and see how she 
deals with the would-be poacher. She keeps 
perfectly cool always and will frequently 
change the direction of her stroke at the 
Jast moment. | 

From a girl's point of view, when a man is 
doing much poaching with success, it is a 
perfectly sound plan to hit the ball to the 
position he was il when you started to make 
your stroke. A man is quite often caught in 
that way, and it will have the effect of tying 
him down to his own side of the court. 


ALWAYS ATTACKING. 


Should you be lucky enough to watch Lili 
d’ Alvarez play, just note how firmly she plays 
her volleys and overhead strokes. 

There is nothing tentative about those 
strokes. She hits the ball. Many so bate 
when volleying make the mistake of letting 
the ball bounce off their racket—the result, 
more often than not, being a stroke which 
enables their opponent to reach the ball and 
win the point. 

Follow Senorita d’Alvarez and, when you 
volley a ball, hit it firmly. 

Her whole game is a delight to watch, and 
play against, because she 1s always attack- 
ing, always taking risks. She rarely plays 
defensively. The game is played at a speed 
which is exhilarating. ae . 

She always seems to be hitting at the lines 
and one can imagine that playing this type 
of game, one is likely to have days when 
things just go wrong. ia 

Lili d’ Alvarez may lose matches she is ex- 
pected to win, but if she ever finds the day 
when everything is going right, I think that 
even Helen Wills would wonder what had 

it, her.

THE TOURIST TROPHY 
RACES, 


FIVE IRISH RIDERS. 


The International Tourist Trophy Races—the 
¢ighteenth of the series of events held by the 
Auto-Cycle Union in the Isle of Man—commences 
to-day, when the Junior race for machines with 
engines of under 350 c.c. capacity will be brought 
to issue. The Light-weight race for machgnes 
with engines not exceeding 250 c.c, capacity will 
be held on Wednesday, and on Friday the Senior 
race for machines of under 500 cubic centimetre 
capacity will bring the week's racing to a close. 

The total entries nutnber 124, as against 129 
last year and 132 in 1928. ‘The Junior race has 
received the largest number of entries—namely 46, 
as against 42 for the Senior and 34 for the Light- 
weight race. In no previous year have the contests 
been of such an international character as will be 
tho case this year. Thanks to the liberality of 
the Isle of Man authorities in placing a _ sub- 
stential sum of money at the disposal of the Auto- 
Cycle Union to assist in the payment of the 
expenses of riders from abroad, no less than 
thirteen Coloniai representatives and eleven foreign 
riders are included in the entry. 

The countries which will be represented include 
Iraq, Switzerland, Belgium, Australia, South Africa, 
Jumaica, Federated Malay States, New Zealand, 
Uganda, Spain, Sweden, Egypt, Japan, Italy, 
Austria and Hungary. 

All of the Colonial and the majority of the 
foreign entrants will ride British machines—a 
striking tribute to the prepondecrating position that 
Great Britain occupies in the motor cycle manu- 
facturing world. The Italian representatives will 
be notable exceptions, as they will be mounted on 
home-produced machines—albeit one of the best- 
knewn of them. Achilli Varzi, will ride an English, 
thade mount. The Swiss representative will use a 
home-produced machine with a  English-made 
engine.

THE IRESOME SIDE OF CRICKET. 
(BY ' PATSY” HENDREN.) 


Most young cricketers find fielding irksome. 
If they are batsmen. then they only think 
about batting. If they are bowlers, then they 
fret and squirm all the time somebody else is 
bowling. + 

I am afraid they do not look at the game 
in the right way. It is not a game of batting 
and bowling. It is a game of getting zuns 
and seeing that your side gets more than the 
opposing team. Therefore. saving runs 1s 
just as .important as getting ruhs with the 
bat. In fact, every run saved is as good as 
one with the hat, 

Folk have paid me the compliment of say- 
ing that I am always considered for Tests 
because of my fielding powers, [ zcm-not a 
vain man, but I am proud of ihat opinion. 
I do know that vears ago when I was first 
given a chance for Middlesex it was my field- 
ing ability that kept me in the side when 
my bowling did not promise too well and my 
batting had not developed. 


TOO LITTLE PRACTICE. 


I have spent many hours coaching young 
cricketers and I have watched them practis- 
ing at the nets before the opening of the 
season. 1 regret to say that I have rarely 
scen in this country serious fielding practice. 
Young players go to the nets and bat or 
bowl, and there they finish. It never. seems 
to occur .to them that the third part of the 
game will be wanted. 

Nothing anncys me more than to have to 
draw unfavourable comparisons, between Eng. 
lish and Australian methods, one way or 
the other, but Ido say without any qualifica- 
son that the Australians appreciate the value 
of fielding ten times more than we do. To 
say “ appreciate ” is perhaps wrong. | do 
not think they consider the matter at all, it is 
yatural inclination. Fielding is cricket, and 
that is all there is to the matter. 

Now I am going to say a serious thing to 
young cricketers-in England. Too much net 
practice is not only wrong, but it is bad. 
Unless a batsman goes to the net determined 
to play exactly as—if he was batting in a 
match, he is doing harm to his style. Unless 
only real bowling*is sent down, then the 
batsman is being hindered instead of me 
The big idea seems to be to hit the ball as 
hard as possible, just because it does not 
matter if one fails. Everybody has a bowl, 
and perhaps one delivery in six is of use to 
the batsman. ' 


ALTERNATIVE TÓ NET PRACTICE. 


1 agree that it is at the nets where one can 
practise strokes in preference to trying them 
in a match, where failure is costly, but even 
so that is different from having “a dip’ 
at every hall 

Instead of so much net practice, I should 
prefer to see the men out in the middle with 
one batsman, twe bowlers and the other 
players fielding in their correct positions. 
Think of slip fielding, for instance. You can- 
net get that in a net, and unless a club 
possesses “a cradle” you cannot get any 
help except by real match practice. 

For vears [ have been shouting about 

the value of fielding practice and I shall go 
on doing so. Maybe somebody will say “ Patsy 
has a bee in his bonnet about fielding. 
Well. there is no harm in saying it and think- 
ing it, but. I can tell you that weakness in 
this side of the game has lost many a man 
his chance to play for England. It will lose 
every weak fielding player something in the 
end. 
Very possibly, all my readers will hope to 
see the Australians during this summer; 
manv of them will have already seen them. 
Watch their fielding. Jf they lose ten runs 
through weakness in this direction during 
auy match I shall be very surprised. If they 
do not lose one it will be no more than I 
expect. If you are a keen student of the 
game, then study how many runs they save; 
how many twos they turn into ones; how 
many fours become threes. The saved runs 
will, you will find, mount up to a very nice 
total. Certainly, it will be enough to suggest 
that they have batted twelve men. 


WORLD'S GREATEST COVER. 


Naturally 1 cannot tell you when or where, 
but { have played in ‘lest matches when we 
have lost because our fielding was not as 
good as that of the Australians. We have 
batted and bowled just as well, but the third 
section has let us down. alle 

I am not an advocate of the specialist 
fielder. In a few cases, we have specialists 
through circumstances. Take Jack Hobbs. 
At his best, he is the world’s greatest cover, 
but Hobbs could field just as well anywhere 
else. It would be wrong to move him from 
cover, but he would be very annoyed if any- 
one suggested that this was his only position 
in the field. ; 

How shall we compare this year with the 
tourists in fielding? 1 think we shall be all 
right, but I can tell you that this will be 
the problem we shall have to face. We shall 
want men for every position in the field, and 
that means we shall want versatile men. It 
is not outside the bounds of possibility that 
fielding will prove the crucial item in the 
Tests.

QUESTION OF PROTECTION. 
Mr. Baldwin spoke on agriculture at 
Seaton, Aberdeen, on Saturday. He said 
that his view of protection for agriculture 
was that, assuming it was desirable,- with 
the present disposition of the electorate to 
ask for it was crying for the moon.

SHIRTLESS MARCH

STRANGE SEQUEL TO 
POLICE ORDER.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

The decree of the Prussian Government 
forbidding members of the National 
Socialist Party to wear. uniforms in public 
resulted in an unusual sight in Berlin 
to-day, when a. number of National 
Socialists, after an encounter with their 
political opponents, were compelled by the 
police to take off their brown shirts, 
which are a part of their uniform, and to 
march through the streets with the upper 
part of their bodies entirely naked.

The Police Tresident of Berlin also 
ordered his men to confiscate the red 
caps worn by street sellers of extremist 
newspapers on the ground that they are 
part of the National Socialist uniform.

CROSS-CHANNEL DEALERS’ 
FRANK LETTER. 

The question of devising means for the im- 
provement of the Ulster pork industry was 
discussed at a special meeting of the County 
Tyrone Co-operative Association at Omagh 
on Saturday. 

Mr. R. H. Todd presided, and a letter was 
read from Messrs. W. G. Wolverson, pig 
dealers, Wolverhampton, to whom the Asso- 
ciation send iarge consignments of live pigs. 

In this letter it was stated that there must 
be an improvement in the breed of pigs ¢x- 
ported by the Association if the trade was to 
be successful. The white Ulster pig, it was 
stated, had bad travelling qualities, while the 
hairy York pigs always travelled well and 
arrived at the cross-Channel markets free 
from bruises, whereas Ulster pigs mne times 
out of ten arrived in a deplorable condition. 
There was as much difference between the 
South of Ireland or English pig and the 
Ulster pig as there was between milk and 
cream. Unless there was an abnormally short 
market, which was not likely for a consider- 
able time, Ulster pigs would never again be 
a saleable article in England. 

The letter continued :—‘‘ The sooner feeders 
realise this and change to hairy pigs the 
better will be the profits.”
